"VfOW comes Albert J. Beveridge, that dashing son of 


' IN Indiana, whose political comeback so early ran off 


the track, with another specious bit of buncombe about 


' the International Court of Justice. 
At the Bunker Hill 


banquet of the Sons of the American Revolution in Boston 
he made the statement that if matters in dispute between 
Great Britain and the American colonies had been sub- 
mitted to an international court America would still be 
a part of the British Empire. 


As a matter of then existing law, he said, nearly 


every point "must and would have been decided against 


- America; and even as a matter of equity, we would have j 
been held in the wrong on important issues. For instance, | 
the British Government, having defended the colonies 
against the French, it was only fair that the colonies 
should bear their just part of the expenses." 


Mr. Beveridge is learned in the law and in the early 


history of our country. 
But why, in discussing the 


.World Court, does he ignore facts governing its existence 
and its relation to its constituent nations? The court has 
nothing to do with the internal affairs of nations, and 
the rebellion of the colonists was a purely domestic Brit- 
ish affair. The British recognized no federated colonial 
government and would not have treated with it any more 
than Lincoln would have treated with the Southern Con- 
federacy. 


Mr. Beveridge, therefore, is putting up a straw effigy 


of a thing which never existed in order to make an argu- 
ment. That is not all. 
Even if the colonies had been 


recognized as an independent government prior to the 
Revolutionary War there is no statute or promise in con- 
nection with the International Court that would oblige a 
member to submit matters in dispute to the court. As a 
member we could take or leave its services. 
But if we 


should accept them it would be contemptible for a great 
nation of America's wealth and power not to participate 
in the expenses and selection of Judges of the court.

Cost Of Food Distribution 


. F. YOAKUM, in the New York Times, undertakes to 


say why the farmers are not sharing to a larger ex- 


tent in the general prosperity. 


For one thing, he points out, we have a 19,000,000 


food-dealer population to a 33,500,000 farm population, 
or one food dealer to each one and three-fourths of the 
6,500,000 farms, "too great a burden for any business to 
carry." 


, 
As to freight rates, the Market Commissioner of New 


York found last summer that on melons, for which the 
farmer got 6 cents each, the railroads got 18 cents for 
freight per melon. On cabbages, shipped from Texas to 
Chicago, the farmer received $7 per ton. 
The freight 


was $28 per ton, and $7 per ton for icing. If this is too 
high, says Mr. Yoakum, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission can reduce the rates. 


But the main trouble lies in the marketing process, 


after the railroads deliver the food to the cities. The 
melon for which the farmer got 6 cents cost the city con- 
sumer $1.24. And the cabbages for which the farmer 
received $7 a ton cost the city consumer $140 per ton. 
There is a similar alarming increase in other food pro- 
ducts, attributable to our unsystematized, unscientific 
and wasteful method of food distribution.
